PARIS, M arch 7.— A ristide Brl- 
and. “apostle of peace,” died at 
1:30 this afternoon. 
“H e died in a coma," said Dr.

"H e passed aw ay peacefully w ith­ 
out suffering. 
H e was 
no worse 
then than he had been for several 
days and we did not im agine the 
end could some so quickly.

Representative Hirovlch from New York's 14th dta- 
trlct Is out to rival Oklahoma'# Representative Mc-

He become* a leader of 
public and Is row ariled by a fair income, lf he is 
able to remain honest, he is in a position to perform 
valuable public services. 
Dramatic critic# have dcmonhtruled dearly their 
conviction that the stage Is In bad shape.
